Actual milling operations were on the second floor. There were two stone 
wheels of convent ional type; one a rough wheel to grind coarse mixtures 
(cattle food) , ana a liner wheel which ground poorer grades of flour, -A 
milling machine, used to grind better grades of flour, was used in con- 
junction with the three-unit cleaning machine* These machines were built 
in Riga, Latvia, about 1909, | 


Three wool-cleaning machines were loctoed on the second floor ftpd were 
separated from the milling operations by a frame wall. Two of them cleaned 
the wool; the third brushed and bagged it. These machines were purchased 
in Germary about 1936. They could be operated ohly with electricity. 


7« The third floor was devoted entirely to storage space. Unmilled grains 

were lifted to the third floor by a hand operated elevator, and six chutes 
carried it to the milling floor. 

8. The mill could eiti er be operated by water power or by a British Croasley 
Brothers Diesel unit, purchased in 1939* when the river was low. The voter 
or Diesel power agitated a turbine which was directly connected to a generator. 
Both turbine and generator were German made, the turbine about 1929, the — 
generator about 1930. The generator provided electricity for the illumina- 
tion of the mill and outbuildings.
